THE CHANGES IN THE MONTHLY TRADE ACCOUNTS. 


On reference to the Trade Accounts for January, which have 
now been issued, it will be seen that the introduction of an 
unusually large number of alterations in the form of the returns 
for the current year has been found desirable. 

The most important of these changes is the substitution of new 
summaries of imports and exports for those hitherto given in the 
accounts. A noticeable feature in the course of British trade 
during recent years has been the gradual assimilation in kind of 
imports and exports, and in view of this increasing tendency, it 
has been thought desirable and practicatle to assimilate the form 
of the summaries of import and export trade. While this change 
is obviously convenient for many purposes, the Board of Trade 
think it desirable to warn those who use the returns against 
making comparisons between the values of imports and exports 
under the same headings without making due allowance for the 
different modes in which their values are arrived at. The value of 
imports includes, generally speaking, cost, insurance, and freight, 
while exports are valued ‘ free on board.” 

The new summaries of imports and exports are, as stated above, 
identical in form, each containing four classes, under which the 
most important groups of articles are shown (imports valued c.i.f., 
exports f.o.b.), viz. :— 
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I. Food, drink, and tobacco. 
II. Raw materials and articles mainly unmanufactured. 
III. Articles wholly or mainly manufactured. 
IV. Miscellaneous and unclassified (including parcel. post). 
A list of the headings under each of the four classes is 
appended :—

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In connection with the preparation of the revised forms of 
summaries of the monthly accounts, the Committee for the 
Revision of Trade Accounts received valuable evidence, both oral 
and written, from Mr. L. G. Chiozza, Managing Editor of 
“Commercial Intelligence,” who also furnished the Committee 
with a number of suggestions collected through that journal from 
Chambers of Commerce and individual firms as to detailed changes 
in the trade accounts desired by them. 

Prefixed to these classified summaries, a new short summary 
both of trade and navigation has been introduced, showing the 
total imports and exports of British and foreign goods, and 
shipping entered and cleared with cargoes in the foreign trade, 
compared with the corresponding periods of the two previous 

ears. 

In the main body of the accounts of imports and exports a 
considerable amount of rearrangement has been necessitated by 
the alterations in the summaries referred to above. A number of 
new headings have also been raised and former classifications 
amplified in cases where it has appeared to the Revision Committee 
that greater detail was required, or where suggestions have been 
made by commercial bodies or private firms which, upon examina- 
tion, they have decided might reasonably be adopted. 

The following are the principal alterations which have been 
effected :— 

1. The sections of the returns relating to imports and ex/ports 
respectively, of iron and steel and manufactures thereof have been 
largely remodelled in response to suggestions received from the 
British Iron Trade Association and individual firms, so as to show 
both imports and exports in greater detail. As regards imports, 
the following new headings in especial have been added :— 

Steel bars, angles and shapes, other than girders, joists, &c. 
Ship, bridge, boiler and other plates, not under } in, thick. 
Hoops and strips. 

Sheets and plates under } in. thick. 

Wire rods, iron or steel. 

In the case of exports, the following are the principal alterations 
which have now been introduced :— 

Under the head of wrought iron, exports of ‘ bars,” “ rods” 
and “angies and shapes or sections” are now shown separately, 
instead of under the single denomination of “ bar, angle, bolt and 
rod.” 

Iron and steel black plates are also distinguished, and a further 
sub-division has been raised for sheets and plates (under the general 
headings of both iron and steel) giving separately those under } in. 
thick and those not under ¢ in. thick. 

Similarly the exports of iron and steel hoops have been 
distinguished instead of being included, as formerly, under the 


‘ 
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single heading of “ hoops.” The former heading for “iron manu- 
factures ” unenumerated has been amplified as follows :— 

Anchors, grapnels, chains and cables. 

Tubes and fittings. 

Pipes. 

Nails, screws and rivets. 

Bolts and nuts. 

Bedsteads. 

Cast-iron and manufactures thereof, unenumerated. 

Wrought-iron and manufactures thereof, unenumerated, 
and a heading has also been raised for “ tyres, axles and wheels 
(iron or steel)” which have hitherto been included in the sections 
for carriages and machinery. ; 

Under steel, in addition to the changes already noted in respect 
of sheets and plates and hoops, the following new headings have 
been raised :— 

Ingots, blooms, billets or slabs, or similar, partly manufactured 
bars, angles, rods and shapes or sections. 

These articles were formerly included under the general heading 
of “ steel, unwrought.” 

2. Important changes have also been effected with respect to the 
manner in which exports of coal are shown in the trade accounts. 
On this subject, the Committee for the revision of the accounts 
have been in communication with the Cardiff and Newcastle 
Chambers of Commerce and the Coal Owners’ Federation, and it 
has been decided to adopt a more detailed classification in place of 
the single heading for “ coal, coke, cinders and fuel,” which has 
appeared hitherto in the export returns. The new classification is 
as follows 

Coal, coke, and patent fuel— 
Coal, small. 
Coal, through and through (unscreened). 
Coal, large. 
Coal, total of. 
Coke. 
Patent fuel. 

As regards coal, a larger number of countries of destination than 
formerly are now separately distinguished, and under each of the 
above headings it has been decided to show in addition the total 
exports, 1.¢., without distinguishing countries of destination, of the 
subjoined classes of coal :— 

(a) Anthracite. 
(6) Steam. 
(c) Gas. 
(d) Household. 
(e) Other sorts. 
In this connection it may be mentioned that imports of pit

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props and pitwood are now shown separately in the trade accounts, 
instead of being included as formerly under the heading for ‘‘ wood 
and timber, hewn.” 

Among the other important changes which have been intro- 
duced, in response to suggestions from various sources, are the 
following : — 

The imports of “dye stuffs (other than dye woods) and sub- 
stances used in tanning” have been further sub-divided, “cutch 
extracts, gambier, and myrobalans” being now shown separately. 
Petroleum oil is now divided into “crude,” “lamp,” “spirit,” 
“lubricating,” “ gas oil,” and “fuel oil,’ and soap is classified 
under the. headings ‘“‘stock and powder,” ‘“ household,” and 
toilet.” 

Among the articles which now for the first time appear 
separately in the monthly accounts are electrical machinery, white 
lead and glycerine; while the imports of apparel, furniture and 
telegraphic cables and apparatus, and the exports of wood and 
timber, clay, dye stuffs, and scientific instruments are also 
distinguished. 

The above rerfiarks apply solely to the changes introduced into - 
the Monthly Accounts. In addition, a number of changes have 
been adopted affecting the Import and Export Lists, and the 
Annual Statement of Trade of the United Kingdom. 


FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
JANUARY, 1905.* 


I—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for January, 1903, show a decrease in the 
value as compared with the corresponding month of 1902 of the 
Imports into the United Kingdom, but an increase in the value 
of the Exports of British produce, and of the Exports of foreign 
and Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in January, 1903, was 46,226,5151., 
a decrease of 3,915,833/., or 7°8 per cent., as compared with 
those in January, 1902, whilst the total Exports amounted to 
30,971,3541., showing a total increase of 1,361,734/. The Exports 
of British produce alone show an increase of 634,462/., or 2°6 per 
cent., as compared with January, 1902, whilst there is an increase 
of 727,2721., or 13°6 per cent., in the Exports of foreign and 
Colonial merchandise.

The following table shows the value of the Imports for January, 
1903, as compared with the corresponding months of 1902 and 
1901, according to the different categories of merchandise :—

to good crops, and has found buyers in Europe, especially in 
Genoa, Trieste and Marseilles. He adds that there seem to be 
good prospects for the extension of this business in future years. 
Further on in his report the Vice-Consul says that the shipment 
of sesame, or teel seed, is quite recent. One or two firms shipped 
a small quantity to Europe during 1899 and 1900, and found 
ready buyers; consequently it was sent in large quantities during 
1901, both via Suez direct and via Aden. ‘The trade in teel seeds 
is likely to be developed considerably in future years if the crops 
prove as plentiful as they have been during 1901. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 2,926.) 


MEXICO.

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There are two reasons for this decrease which can be easil 
explained. First, the number of cotton factories in the Republic 
having of late years greatly increased, and the product of 
those already in existence, some three or four years ago, being 
then sufficient for the demand, it is quite natural that with the 
opening up of new establishments, fitted with modern machinery 
and appliances, with a normal output greater than any of the 
others, the market has become over-stocked, and several of the 
older factories have had to stop work, and in many cases close 
entirely, a state of things which will continue until the existing 
stocks are very much reduced. Second, the cultivation of cotton 
in Mexico is now more looked into, and fresh and larger tracts - 
are being put under cultivation, so that in time the necessity of 
importing foreign cotton will vanish. (Foreign Office, Annual 
Series, 2,925.)

This boat is intended to make one voyage to Eastern Siberia per 

year. She will leave Hamburg in March with a mixed cargo 

fur Vladivostock, the Amour, &c., and will return in December 
with a consignment of fresh salmon. 

M. Silvain believes that this will be the first time that fresh 

salmon has been exported from Eastern Siberia, or so great a 

distance. 


TURKEY. 


In a recent report the British Vice-Consul at Hodeida makes 


“ Droofs” and allusion to two materials called ‘‘droofs” and 


“Garara” fi ‘“‘garara.” Droofs,” he says, consist of matting 
Packin a og t made of palm leaves, and are used for packing 
beng av coffee. “Garara” is a sort of fibre, from which 


bags for packing coffee are made. Both these 
materials are sent out in quantities to Suez, Port Said and else- 
where in Egypt. It is believed that they are used for packing 
Brazilian and other cheap coffees, which are then exported as 
Yemen coffee. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,926.)

The Siamese Government undertakes to deliver ticals in 
Bangkok against payment of sovereigns to its credit in London 
at the rate of 20 ticals per £, i.c., at the rate of 1s. per tical, as a 
minimum, for at least three months from 29th November last, 
unless the price of silver should meantime rise to such an extent 
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that the demand rate of exchange on London in Singapore be 
quoted above 1s. 7d. per dollar. 

Should the price of silver so rise, however, the minimum price 
at which the Government would sell ticals would be proportionately 
increased, and, once raised, would not again be reduced, if the 
Government are able to maintain it, even though the price of 
silver should again fall. 


MEXICO. 

A recent report on Mexico for the year 1901 states that the exports 
of chicle,a gum extracted from the “ zapote” 
“Chicle” Gum. trees that grow very freely along the coast of 
Mexico, were 3,881,260 lbs., valued at 116,0491., 
showing an increase in quantity as well as in value over the 
previous year, when only 1,345,888 lbs., valued at 41,063/., were 
exported. The price quoted in New York during the year varied 
between 274 cents and 39 cents per lb. for that from Progreso. 
The bulk of the chicle is sent to New York, where it is extensively 
used in the manufacture of chewing gum, &ec. (Foreign Office, 

Annual Series, 2,925.) 


CHILE. 

A communication has been received at the Board of Trade to the 
effect that in a criminal action brought by the 
Apollinaris Company, Limited, against 
falsifiers of Apollinaris Water in Chile, the 
Supreme Court of Justice has just pro- 
nounced the final judgment. The falsifiers are condemned to 
six months’ imprisonment in addition to a fine of 500 dols. each.

REPORTS OF BRITISH CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE. 
Manchester.—The President of the Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce (Mr. John Thomson) in presenting the annual report on 
the 4th February, said that a satisfactory increase had taken place 
in the African and Chemical sections. He reported that the cotton 
industry was receiving better orders from India, but that the China 
trade was suffering from. various causes, connected with the over 
supply of goods and rapid and serious fall in the price of silver. 
Speaking on the subject of shipping rings, Mr. Thomson said 
that great annoyance was felt at the action of the South African 
Conference. There need be, he said, no objection to the system of 
rebates, provided the rates of freight which the trade could afford, 
looking to the foreign competition it had to face, were amicably 
diseased .between the conference and its supporters, ‘and 
provided reasonable reductions were freely made, as was done last. 
year by the China Conference. 
Other matters alluded to. were the British Cottan- 
Association, and Customs Tariff. .

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Reports of British Chambers of Commerce. 


Sheffield.—The annual meeting of members of the Sheffield 
Chamber of Commerce and Manufacturers was held on the 30th 
January at the Cutlers’ Hall. The Chairman was Mr. W. F. 
Beardshaw (the President of the Chamber), who, in moving the 
adoption of the report, said that he would like to see a further 
increase in membership. Mr. F. Brittain, in seconding the motion, 
referred to the Reciprocity Treaty between the United States and 
Cuba. If, as he feared, this was the first of a series of similar 
treaties, the effect on British trade of such a policy and principle 
would be disastrous. He therefore proposed a resolution, which 
was unanimously carried: “That the Government of the United 
Kingdom be memorialised to enter into friendly communication 
with the Government of the United States, for the purpose of 
securing for this country the same treatment in Cuba in respect of 
Customs Duties as is enjoyed by the rest of the world.” 

With regard to the proposed gold assay for Sheffield, Mr. S. 
Roberts, M.P., alluded to the continued increase in the manufacture 
cf gold wares, which was a very strong argument why Sheffield 
should endeavour to get her share. He also referred to the 
hall-marking of foreign-plate in England, to deal with which a 
special Act was proposed providing that a distinctive mark should 
be placed on foreign plate. Other questions dealt with were the 
Patent Law Amendment Act, the Proposed File Cutting 
Regulations, and Standardisation in the Steel Trade. Regarding 
the last-named, Mr. Fairholme stated that various committees had 
done a good deal of work and would soon bein a position to report. 
Mr. Beardshaw was re-elected President for the ensuing year. 


‘Edinburgh.— After a lapse of 15 years the Edinburgh Chamber 
of Commerce held a dinner of its members on the 4th February 
last, at the Balmoral Hotel. Among the guests were the Earl of 
Onslow, Under Secretary of State for the Colonies, and the Hon. 
Henry Copeland, Agent-General for New South Wales. Mr. James 
Cormack, president of the Chamber, was in the chair. 

Replying to the toast of the “ British Colonies,” proposed by 
Mr. Faithfull Begg, the Earl of Onslow remarked that gratitude 
ought to be expressed to the great Dominion of Canada for the 
preference which it had given to British trade over foreign trade. 
The self-governing colonies had all, without exception, now accepted 
the principle that they should, wherever they could, give a 
preference to British goods over goods coming from any other 
parts of the world. Regarding the openings for trade in South 
Africa he said that the position of affairs might not be quite under- 
stood. The new colonies produced practically nothing. Foreign 
ae were admitted in the same way and on the same terms as 

ritish, and it depended on the merchants and manufacturers of 
this country to push the trade in every possible way as vigorously 
as, or more vigorously than did the agents of Germany and America.

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade was established in 1899, in consequence of a report by a Depart- 
mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand 
for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as it 
can be met by Government action. It is intended to be a centre at which 
information on all subjects of commercial interest shall be collected and 
focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it is the duty 
of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford information in 
reply to all enquiries on commercial matters which may be addressed to 
it, whether written or verbal. 

The office is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, S.W., and (subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, 
Statistical, and Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the 
direction of Mr. T. Worthington. The “ Intelligence Branch” endeavours, 
on application being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz.:—Commercial 
Statistics: Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs: Excise and 
“Consumption” Duties: Port, Harbour, and Tonnage Dues, and other 7 
Charges on Shipping: Customs Regulations: Consular Fees: Forms of 
Certificates of Origin: Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers: 
Trading Licences: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender: 
Foreign and Colonial Bounties: Lists of firms abroad engaged in 
particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of the present year, the work formerly 
carried on by the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute 
is now. conducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade. The question of transferring the headquarters of this Branch 
from Westminster to the City is receiving the attention of the Board of 
Trade, and meanwhile verbal enquiries may be addressed to the Branch 
through the Temporary Enquiry Office which has been opened in the City 
Branch of the Imperial Institute at 49, Eastcheap, E.C. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 
Among. the branches of. work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collections of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at the City Branch. bi :
